GUADALAJARA LIKE SPAIN | 


Mexican City Known for 


lts Culture and History; 


European Atmosphere Prevails 


can boast—and yet a great d 
historic past and reminds you 
Europe was in its dark 

“G 


ish city—but cleaner,” was the way 
one widely traveled gentleman 
summed it up. But Guadalajara is 
far more than that. If one gets to 
really know it he will find much 
French atmosphere and will meet the 
finest of the old, old families of Mex- 
ico. And yet right out at San Pedro, 
half an hour awa/ by street car or 
automobile, he will find the Aztec 
pottery makers at work as they were 
in the days of old and at Tonala the 
ruins of a statue erected in the six- 
teenth century to Queen Tzuapill, 3 
ruler so powerful and so wise that 
the soldiers of Cortez could not con- 
quer her, but made a friendly treaty 
with her, after a few disastrous bat- 
tles. It perhaps was in honor of that 
queen that the Spanish outpost 
founded here in 1542 was given the 
Moorish name of Wadil-ad-Jara, Sul- 
tana de Mexico. For many years aft- 
er the Spaniards had conquered the 
rest of Mexico Queen Tzuapili contin- 
ued to rule her people, the Tonaltices, 
from her stronghold at Tonala, but 
was the first of her people converted 
to Christianity. 


CITY OF CULTURE 
Prom the very first, Guadalajara 
attracted Europeans. Its natives were 
intelligent, handsome and cultured in 
their way. Their art, as expressed ip 
potteries, modeling, drawn work and 
feather pictures, showed them 
sessed of a rare sense of beauty, and 
tradition says Tuapili was fair-com- 
plexioned. Students of Indian his- 
tory say that Culiacan is the oldest 
city in West Mexico, with history 
authenticated as far back as 600 A. D. 

“i Jaliscoa, near Tepic, is very 
nearly as old. Their theory is that 
the Aztecs, driving the Toltecs be- 
fore them, came down from the north 
or across the seas from the west, 
making Cultacan their first capiial, 
pushing on to Jaliscoa, then to To- 
nals and then to what now! Mex- 

City. 

At any rate, the Spaniards liked the 
people they found here so well that 
there were many marriages between 
them and the natives, and the “first 
farfilies of Mexico” started aere. The 
climate, too, is ideal, the rainfall 
plemtiful, the soil rich and the sur- 
rounding country exceptionally beau- 
tiful. It is only a short ride by in- 
terirban to Lake Chapala, the most 
famous outing resort in Mexico. The 
Santiago River, the Missiesippi of 
Mexico, embraces the city, and with- 
in Casy driving distance is a “the Ni- 
agaya of Mexico,” a mighty water- 
tall about sixty feet high. In an- 
other di less than an hour 
from town, is another waterfall 150 
feet high and surpassingly lovely. It 
is not amazing that when the first 
weary explorers reached this frult- 
ful, verdant place they thought they 
had ‘ound the Garden of Eden itself.

tions and the issuance of new stock by old 
ones was indicated by a material increase 
in capital-stock taxes. But this will no 
longer be a source of revenue, as the tax 
was repealed and did not apply after July 
1 of the present year. :

revenue to the Federal government. That 
business has increased in volume in this 
State is shown by a $14,000,000 increase 
over the figures for last year. This is a 
better showing than is made by Pennsylva-
